Dundas, also known as “The Valley Town,” boasts Carolinian 
forests, a network of parks, a thriving arts sector and a strong 
sense of community. 


Ancaster, formerly a native trading post, is more than 200 years 
old—and was historically significant in the War of 1812. The 
waters of Sulphur Springs once attracted people from across 
North America seeking medicinal treatments. 


Flamborough is made up of many villages and hamlets. The 
largest is Waterdown, which has several antique, art and craft 
shops. 

Stoney Creek was the site of a famous battle during the War o! 
1812 (the actual site is now a park). The city boasts light industy, 
acres of fruit land and many recreational areas near the lake 


Glanbrook encompasses many conservation areas as well as 
some of the region's most productive agricultural land.
